A NUCLEAR  BLAST 
LIGHTS  UP  THE  PACIFIC 


The  tbiifed  States  launched  a missile 
w itlt  a nuclear  warhead  from  lohnston 
Ulant!  in  the  Pacific  August  J.  The  war- 
head wa.s  detonated  somewhere  high 
over  the  ocean. 

It  was  the  first  higii-altitude  nuclear 
e\|>ki.sit)H— aiul  the  first  firing  of  a ground- 
in-air  mis.sile  with  nuclear  warhead— to 
he  pnhlicly  annoimccd  by  the  United 
States.  But  the  blast  was  so  mighty  that 
it  uas  “public”  e\cn  before  the  an- 
nouncement. 

At  Hnnoluhi,  700  tiiile.s  away,  residents 
were  dazzled  by  "a  ball  of  fire  with  a 
th-finite  mushroom  effect.  ’ Police-station 
Iclephoue  lines  were  jammed  with  in- 
rjuirifig  r.ilis.  The  flash  was  visible  from 
lliwaii  Island,  2<t0  miles  southeast  of 
Hwiolulu,  to  Kauai  Island,  100  miles 
northwest. 

American  tests  at  Johnston  Island  had 
heen  described  as  jnvolvang  "short-range 
defensive  missiles”— a definition  that 
would  fit  the  Bedstone,  the  Nike-Hercn- 
le.s,  the  l alos,  or  c.xperi mental  antimissile 
missile.s.
